It is
feared that 70 men were killed today,
when mine No. 2 of the San Bois Coal
company at McCurtain. OkUu was

i wrecked by an explosion of gas
in the ninth level. Fire and thus
far have prevented any effective res-
cue work. Seventy-nin- e men were in
the mine. Wine are known to have
escaped.

One body brought out was so badly
burned that experienced miners believe
there Is little hope of rescuing alive
the other 84 composing the day shift.

PROBE OF BRIBERY
CHARGES STARTED

Santa Fe, N. M, March 20. In Joint
session today, the ballot for United
States senator resulted ln another
deadlock.' The Democrats united their
strength on A. A. Jones and Felix
Martinez again, each receiving 23
votes. On the Republican side, A. B.
Fall, instead of W. J. Mills leads today,
receiving 28 votes. "W. J. Mills 16. An-
drews gained three votes, receiving lfj.

The vote of the other Republican
candidates was:

T. B. Catron, eight; R. L. Baca, seven;
O. A. Larraaolo, four; I B. Prince,
Nathan Jaffa and A, W. Cooley. two
each; Solomon Luna, Charles A. Spless,

one each. Of the "Progressive" Repub-
licans, M. A. Otero received four, Her-
bert J. Hagerman. two. and George W.
Prlchard, one.

No Change In Deadlock.
The second ballot was no solution

to the senatorial deadlock. The scat-
tering votes beyond the six highest
candidates is still insufficient to elect
any one man by giving him the re-
quired 37 votes. There were some
changes in position that were antici-
pated. The greatest gain was made by
A. B. Fall, of six votes. W. H. Andrews
gained three votes; Otero
appeared for the first time and received
four votes; judge A. W. Cooley, with
two votes, and Charles A. Speiss, with
one vote, were the other two new can-
didates. The greatest loss was noted
by W. J. Mills, six votes.

Witlr the special house committee
scheduled to begin public hearings this
afternoon into the alleged bribery
charges involving four representatives,
public interest in promised develop-
ments eclipsed that shown .In today's
balloting for two United States sena-
tors.

Accused Issue Statement.
A statement Issued today by Jose

P. Lucero. Julian C. Trulilio, Manuel
Cordoval and Luis R. Montoya threw
additional light on their plan of de-
fence. The statement sets forth that
"they walked into a trap of the Re-- I

publican state central committee,
thinking It was a Republican caucus,
and that they thought they merely
were filling a part assigned them by
tne committee to trap tne higher ups.

The acCused men. who are still in
Jail, have retained as counsel George
w- - Pochard, a Progressive" RepubU- -
eao . a M. C. De-Ba- ca, former

lAdopts Joint Memorial.
The 'house unanimously adopted a

joint memorial to congress petitioning
for the allotment of the Navajo and
Apache reservations in New Mexico,
the elimination from the forest reserves
of all lands not' timbered, the restora-
tion to entry of lands withdrawn by.
the reclamation service but not need-
ed for reclamation projects, and tbipassage of the pending measure prohib-
iting any further setting aside of lands
for reservations.

Details of Alleged Trap.
According to state chairman Jaramil-

lo and other officials, judge A. B. FalL
one of the candidates for United Statessenator, last Saturday received word
that the four accused legislators de-
sired to see him. An Interview was
arranged through attorney Elf ego Ba-
ca at which judge Pall assured them
he would be pleased to have their sup-
port and that. If the Spanish Ameri-
cans nominated an able man with a
clean record, a number of Fall sup-
porters undoubtedly would vote for
him for the second senatorship.

Says They MHde Proposition.
After Fall left the conference room,

attorney Baca declared the four men
gradually 'unfolded their plan. They
promised to vote for Fall for $500 each,
or would stay with him through the
contest for $1,250. Baca claims he
called their attention to the "nefari-ousnes- e"

of their offer.
Arrangements were made ostensibly

to close the bargain and. state chair-
man Jaramillo was notified. Jaramil-
lo, together with supreme court clerk
Jose D. Sena and mounted policeman
A. A. Sena, who made the arrests, were
ln an adjoining room at a local hotel
and claim they saw attorney Baca
count out the money to the four ac-
cused men.

HUNT HAS MANY
MEN IN OFFICE

Legislature Criticises Ari-
zona Governor For

the Big List.
Phoenix, Ariz., March 20. The legis-

lature for the present has adopted the
practice meeting at 1 p. m. As soon as
the standing committees shall have
been appointed, however, this order will
be changed and sessions will begin
probably at 9. The net result of the
session so far is the appointment of at-
taches and minor employes.

The large number of employes de-
cided on ln the house has caused fric-
tion between that body and governor
Hunt, who declares he will not permit
the payment of so large a number of
employes. House retaliated by pointing
out mat nuni nas more tnan twice tne
number of employes in his office than
were employed by his predecessors.

The only attempt at legislation so far
was in the house, where yesterday
evening there was an attempt to rati-
fy the income tax amendment to the
United States constitution. The resolu-
tion became involved in a parliamen-
tary tangle and finally the members
gave It up.

This resolution will be passed by both
the house and senate, probably as one
of the earliest acts of the legislature.

Unique Method of Lawmaking-- .

The proposed constitutional amend-
ment providing for the recall of thejudiciary, which will be submitted to
both houses of the Arizona legislature
tomorrow, will be placed before the leg-
islators in unique form.

Senator Homer AVood, of Prescott.
who is seeking to have the proposed
amendment resubmitted to tl'e people1

j at the next general election, has provi- -
ior me consiaerauon or the state

senate and assembly, photographic re-
productions of the original judiciary
recall provision as It appeared in themanuscript copy of the proposed Arizo-
na constitution.

Above the photographic part of themeasure, senator Wood has written the
title and preamble, and appended to
the documents are affidavits of the sec-
retary of state that the reproductions
are correct.

It is expected that the amendment
will be adopted as measure No. 1 of
both houses, ln accordance with gover-
nor Hunt's message.

Protest Against Sloan.
A memorial resolution protesting

against confirmation of president
Taft's appointment of
Richard E. Sloan as United States dis-
trict judge for Arizona and addressed
to the United States senate was adopted
by the senate yesterday.

The senate resolution refers to thealleged active part Sloan took against
adoption of the state constitution andcharges him with irregularities as for-
mer district judge and governor.

The sessions of both the state senate
and house yesterday were occupied al-
most wholly with organization of
committees and other routine work.

The new state of Arizona and New
Mexico exchanged telegraphic felicita-toln- s

yesterday afternoon.
The recall and equal suffrage amend-

ments to the constituted, it is expected,
will occupy most of today's session.

Slack Soreness in Kvldence.
Probably the sorest aggregation of

politicians even seen in Phoenix is in
evidence in the Demcorats who were
for Lynch for speaker of the house,
because governor George W. P. Hunt
forced the election of Samuel Bradner,
of Cochise county. The indignant ones
were backers of A. R. Lynch, of Graham
county, who, until a late hour Saturday
night, and even 'Jor part of the time
Sunday, felt positive their man would
pull through. Not all the facts about
this rather significant affair came out
at the time. For obvious reasons both
sides were rather chary of discussing
the event. But gradually the wholestory has come to the surface, and It
is a story that will live for quite awhile
in the annals of the political history
of the new state.

Hunt decided long ago that Bradner
was the proper man for speaker. Brad-
ner is more "progressive" than hisopponent. Mr. Lynch: likewise he has
been the source of considerable strength
to the governor in helping perfect the
administration machine ln Cochise
county.

Governor Uses Club.
The Lynch peoplefought gamely butthey were at a disadvantage. But even

at that, the result was In some little
doubt until the governor decided it was
time to take a hand. And when he did
take a hand, it was all over ln very
short order. The word was passed
around quietly that the administration
expected Bradner to be elected; and that
11 ne were not. certain expected pat-
ronage would be cut off. Whereupon,
fne Lynch support crumbled and when
the time arrived after the meeting of
the house. Bradner was chosen with
out opposition. Lynch had the small
soiace 01 oeing temporary speaker, a
job that lasted for a couple of hours.

That is one of the performances that
has brought the governor's name quite
prominently before the public recently.
Another is his stand on what may be
called the newspaper publicity proposi-
tion. In his message the governor
follows in the lead of W. J. Bryan ln
demanding that a law be passed re-
quiring newspapers to make public
their lists of stockholders. Also, If thepaper is Indebted to anybody, the gov-
ernor thinks it is quite proper that the
public be informed to the in-
debtedness. The object is said to be

Col. Soto Joins the Liberal
Cause and Surrenders the
Town to Orozco.

ROSARIO ALSO v

JOINS THE REBELS

(By Associated Press.)
Chihuahua, Mex., March 34. Gen.

Jose de Luz Soto will join the revo-
lutionary army, adding to the ranks
his 500 ru rales now garrisoning ParraL
The general, whose vacillation and
evasive replies to Gen. Orosco's ques-

tions almost caused Gen. Salazars col-

umn to be thrown against him, has
telegraphed Orozco that he would re-
port to him immediately ln Chihuahua.
He should be here tonight. The occu-
pation of Parral by the rebels probably
will be deferred until after the con-
ference between the commander in
lng at that early hour and those
awake welcomed him and bis men like
chief and his new ally.

Parral Rebel Town Now.
Parral was taken this morning by the

rebels. In the taking there was noth-
ing unpleasant. It was another of these
bloodless victories in which the "loyal- -
garrison fired not a shot in the defence
of the place. Gen. Jose de la Luz Soto,
tne vacillating commanoer wuu una
been occupied for several days ln de--
termining whether he wanted to remain
true to Madero or join Orozco, was on
his way at the moment of "capture"
to Chihuahua, where he will place him-
self at Orosco's orders. The detach-
ment sent forward by Gen. Salazar to
occupy Parral was under Col. Jose
Delgado. Delgado was ready for a
tight If necessary but a fair part of the
government troops were soundly sleep-brothe- rs.

Rosarlo Surrenders.
A garrison of 60 ruraies at Boeario,

the terminal of the line on which
Parral is located, surrendered without
even beinsr aonroached by the enemy.
Its commander asked by telegraph for
a train to carry him and his men to
Parral where they could Join the
rebels. The Parral garrison proved to
comprise S00 men.

Unless members of the permanent
commission, of the state legislature
prove obdurate, 1,250.000 pesos will be
added to the war fund of the revolu-
tionary army. Governor Felipe Gu-
tierrez, the man chosen to succeed tlie
fugitive Abram Gonzales, has prepared
a measure asking the commission to
authorize the floating of a loan for this
amount to be guaranteed by state
bonds. It is reported that arrangements
already have been made tot-- the taking
of the bonds by a local banking con-
cern. A second report Is" tftfct the bank
lng concern will be protected by an
English banking house.

Big Leaa Aasnred.
Little doubt is felt at the governor's

office that the permanent commission
of the legislature will hestltate to ap-
prove his measure for floating a loan
of 1,250,000 pesos to finance the revo-
lution. The commission was contrary
a few days ago on the question of ask-
ing for the resignation of president
Madero and vice president Pino Saurez
and members of the legislature, acting
as Independent deputies, bridged the
break by signing a letter making the
demand, but in this case it is believed
prompt approval will be made. The
bonds that will be issued will bear' 6
percent and it is reported the issue
will be handled by the national bank of
Chihuahua.

Federals Join Rebels.
A greater part of the federal soldiers

who surrendered at Baca and who were
brought here yesterday morning, have
signified their desire to join the rebels.
The remainder have refused the honor
and have been told they are free to
go where and when they please. A
different course has been taken with
Maj. Adolf o Ramirez and the eight com-
missioned officers representing the
first, sixth and ninth battalions, whose
headquarters are at Monterey." They
were not given their absolute liberty,
but were given the freedom of the city
on their word of honor that they would
not attempt to escape. Maj. Ramirez
had stated that if set at full liberty he
and his fellow officers would join the
first body of government troops with
whom they could incorporate.

Prisoners Treated Well.
The officers and men have been

treated with all consideration due the
captured enemy and when the nine of-
ficers called en Gen. Orozco. they
thanked him for his kindness. The '
victorious general replied that he was
giving them sucn treatment as they

SMUGGLING OT

AMMUNITION

ALLEGED

Man Detained With Vestful
of Ammunition About His
Body.

kTWO OTHERS ARE
ALSO BEING HELD

Three arrests have been made by
United States soldiers and a fourth will
follow as the result of the president's
proclamation regarding the taking of
munitions of war from the United
States to Mexico for the rebel army.

James McKay, an American; James
Costa, alias Allen L, Rogers, a Mexi-
can, and John Thomas, American.
were placed under arrest by United
States soldiers under orders from Capt.
Robert Whitfield, of the 22d Infantry.
The arrests were made upon Informa-

tion furnished by L. K. Ross, of the
department of justice.

The men carried ammunition. It Is
charged, supposed to be for the rebel
army. James McKay wore a can-
vas vest with straps over his shoul-
ders in which he carried 400 rounds of
ammunition. This is a favorite way

two pairs of leggings and 40 rounds of
ammunition, the officers say.

Thomas had 80 rounds of 30-3- 0 and
13 rounds of revolver cartridges.

Another man. Peter Akin, was taken
from the street car. but was not
placed under arrest as he had only a
khaki suit under his civilian clothing.
Original packages for ammunition were
found In a room believed to have been
rented by McKay, Rogers and Thomas
at Hotel Carlos.

Charges will be filed against the
three men. A similar charge will
probably be made against the fourth
man taken from the car Wednesday
morning. The penalty for the viola-
tion of the new anti-filibust- er law is
given as $10,000 or two years in pris-
on, or both. Since the arrest of the
three men, the soldiers at the bridges
are more vigilant than ever and every
person suspected of having ammunition
will be searched.

It is believed that large quantities
of ammunition has been taken over
by means of the undershirt route and
that there is a regularly organized
band of border smugglers who have
been operating between El Paso and
Juarez to get supplies of ammunition
to the rebel army. Even women have
been enlisted in the clandestine oner- -

j atiens and the authorities sar eonsSd--
ertng navrng a oetenuon station es-
tablished with a woman Inspector te
charge so that these women may be
searched for ammunition.

An effort was to have been madeTuesday night to get a quantity of

States and Mexican secret service au-
thorities spent the night watching for
the illicit exportation, which failed to
materialize: Few guns are now being
smuggled across the river, the author-
ities say. although ammunition smug-
gling on a small scale is In progress.

Faanclsco I. Madero and his wealthy
family are to be attacked ln a vital
place, according to Braulio Hernandez,
confidential agent of Pascual Orozco,
leader of the Mexican rebels.

Orosco says he is not allied with the
Cientlficoe. To prove it he has recalled
Lie. Manuel Lujan and Lie Juan Prieto
Qnemper, who were sent to Washing-
ton as envoys from the rebel govern-
ment of Mexico. Orozco has also dis-
charged- Gonzalo Bnrile as his second
secretary because of bis fowner con-
nection with the Cientiflco party.

Braulio Hernandez, confidential agent
of the Liberal cause ln El Paso, re-
turned Tuesday from ' Chihuahua with
this information. Hernandez says he
went to Chihuahua to inform Orozco
of the feeling In El Paso against him
because it was believed that he had af-
filiated with the Cientiflco faction and
was being surrounded by the leaders of
this class.
